SOUTH DUBLIN CUMANN 
NA NGAEDHEAL. 


_“* He was a wonderful personality, full of 
life and full of gaiety,’’ said Mr. Bat 
O'Connor, T.D., in a talk to members of the 
South City Branch of Cumann na nGaedheal 
at 110 St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin, last 
night, on the subject of Michael Collins’s 
fight for Irish freedom. 

' Collins, he added, was also full of fight. 
When he made up his mind about a thing it 
was almost impossible to get him to change 
it. He was full of hope, courage, and 
daring, and in the end none of them ever 
questioned “ proposal he made. 

Michael Collins, continued Mr. O’Connor, 
ot in touch with men who mattered in the 

cret Service in Dublin Castle, and that was 
where his great strength lay. He had a great 
charm with some of the detectives, and got 
them to pass on to him little bits of news 
and information that would be of service to 
him. ‘They had in the Civic Guards to-day 
one of the men who gave Collins such 
information, an outstanding man, who carried 
his life in his hands as much as Michael 
Collins did. Collins was invited to inspect 
documents in the head division of the 
Detective Division in Dublin, and spent a 
whole night there wading through the stuff 
that was put before him. - 

There were Royal Irish Constabulary men 
up and down the country who were also 
friendly to Collins. 

Mr. O'Connor gave an account of how 
Michael Collins escaped from danger on 
various occasions, speaking of his coolness 
during searches ior himself by the British, 
and said that the only time when he saw 
Collins troubled was when he was asked to 
go to London to take part in the treaty 
negotiations. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. 
O’Connor, on the motion of Mr. William 
O'Connor, seconded by Mr. P. Morgan.

THE COMMITTEE'S FINDINGS. 


T Couwnnttee’s terms of reference 

were . 

Having regard to the resources of 
Northern Ireland and its taxable and 
rateable capacity, to consider the pre- 
sent system of Government grants in aid 
of local authorities’ expenditure, and the 
distribution of public expenditure be- 
tween the Exchequer end the rates; and | 
te recomn.end what changes, if any, are 
desirable 

The most important of the general findings 
of the Cov.mittee are tha :— 

(a) No easa has been made for a redistribu- 
tion of expenditure upon any considerable scale 
as between the Exchequer and the rates; 
that in any event such redistributior would be 
undesirable, end in present circumstances 
econumically inpossible. 

(b) The extent of the relief to the

(h) The future effect of de-rating upon 
the Exchequer position in Northern Ireland 
requires early consideration, particularly as 
regards the unlimited supplemental de-rating 
grant paid in respect of educational expendi- 
ture, 


ABOLISHED GRANTS. 

The Committee recommends a revaluation 
of all buildings, and that the following 
grants should be abolished—namely :— 

Workhouse officers’ salaries ; 

Union medical and educational ex- 
penditure ; 

Sanitary salaries ; 

County boroughs (land purchase) ; 

Augmentation of salaries of work- 
house teachers. 

The grant for pauper lunatics, however, 
should - increased by approximately the 
amount saved by abolishing the above grants, 
and distributed according to the formula com- 
bining a unit portion and a percentage por- 
tion. 

The standard grant for technical educa- 
tion, it is also recommended, should be amal- 
gamated with the grants made to education 
committees, and the total amount distributed 
in accordance with a similar formula. 

This involves the removal of the present 
limit (equivalent of a rate of 8d. in the 
pound) upon the statutory grants to com- 
mittees.

CITY POLICE RATES. 

A rate for police purposes should be 
raised as follows, namely—

Local authorities should make a larger 
contribuiion towards the cost of the annual 
revision of valuation, and contribute to the 
cost of the proposed general re-valuation. The 
State should accept full lability for the 
maintenance of courthouses, expenses of 
presecutors, witnesses and similar items.

TOTAL SAVINGS. 


The total net saving in respect of various 
grants is estimated at £25,000, making with 
the re-valuation saving of £50,000 a total 
of £75,000. ' 

Mr. A. N. Bonaparte Wyse, a member of 
the Committee, makes a reservation’ in 
reference to the amount of the unit grant 
for technical education (8s. per unit), which, 
he declares, is ‘‘unduly low, and calculated 
not only to retard the work of the education 
authorities in general, but seriously to dis- 
courage the development of a branch of educa- 
tion which is of vital importance to the 
general welfare of the country.”’ 

He adds :—‘‘In my opinion. the lowest figure 
that should be fixed for technical education 
as a constituent of the new composite grant 
is 15s. per unit. This figure represents a 
decrease amounting to approximately £13.000, 
compared with the present grant, and it is 
only because I am seriously impressed with 
the absolute importance of keeping down 
expenditure that I could assent to it.” 

Messrs. D. L. Clarke and A. Robinson, two 
other members of the Committee, emphatically

The market opened weak, and in the sell- 
ing which followed blocks of shares ranging 
from 1.000 to 20,000 changed hands. 
Financial sentiment was greatly disturbed by 
the developments in Great Britain, but the 
opinion was expressed that the effects will 
be chiefly psychological, with the possible 
repercussions in the United States scarcely 
demanding emergency measures in Wall 
Street. , 

The market met the British crisis with 
comparative equanimity. The declines, rang- 
ing from 1 to 5 points, were much less severe 
than those recorded in several opening 
sessions during the two-year bear market, 
while short covering was reported to be in 
large volume. Brokers regarded the action 


of the market as remarkable, in view of the | 


fact that New York and Paris were the only 
major markets cpen. A particularly en- 
couraging feature on the Bond market was 
three initial transactions in British 5% per 
cent. Loan (1937) at 93, the price being un- 
changed from Saturday. Other foreign 
bonds, however, were weak, notably Belgians 
and Germans. ) i 

After slumping from 1 to 6 points “— 
under an enormous volume of selling, muc 
of which emanated from abroad, the market 
rallied with spectacular swiftness as the 
liquidation was absorbed and shorts rushed 
to cover. U.S. Steel advanced 3, and Allied 
Chemical converted its 5 point loss into a 
3 point gain, while advances of 1 to 2 points 
were numerous. British 54 per cent. (1937) 
Loan advanced to 94. 

With New York the principal exchange 
upon which world speculators could liquidate 
securities, the market, after slumping 1 to 7 
staged one of the best rallies for 
weeks, under the leadership of Rails. _ The 
gains ranged from 1 to 8 points, while Read- 
ing Railroad soared 25. The vigorous up- 
swing in Rails was accompanied by vague 
rumours that the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission would shortly grant an increase in 
the freight rates. ae 

Expressions of confidence in Great Britain 
made by Mr. J. Morgan and other 
prominent. bankers checked the exaggerated 
fears regarding the significance of the British 
lapse from the gold standard, 

Adverse news included the suspension of 
a small brokerage house and banking trouble 
at Pittsburg. Wall Street buzzed with 
rumours that strong banking support had 
been given to the market, but — bankers 
emphatically denied that any pool had been 
organised similar to that of the market crisis 
of 1929. 

In the late trading the market reacted, and 
most of the earlier advances were cancelled. 
The close was irregular. 

Westinghouse Electric, Eastman Kodak, 
Atchison Topeka, and U.S. Steel gained 2 to 
4 points, and Reading rose 15, but Allied 
Chemical, Woolworth, New York Consolidated 
Gas, Public Service of New Jersey and Sears 
Roebuck lost 2 to 4 points.

Celbridge Abbey. 


I note that Celbridge Abbey, which has 
a very definite connection with Dean Swift, 


has passed from the possession of the 
Grattan family 
Gough, of Lough Cutra Castle, Gort, Co. 
Galway, and will shortly be reconditioned 
for occupation. I had the good fortune to 
visit this residence last June on one of 
those perfect summer afternoons which 
were so very rare this year. On that 
particular occasion the sylvan setting of 
the Abbey was more inviting than the 
actual building itself, and I explored to 
the full the spacious grounds; crossed the 
Liffey in great trepidation by an insecure 
bridge, which simply consisted of two long 
pine trunks lashed together without hand 
rails, and finally met with a rather deaf 
old man, who told me of a house in the 
neighbourhood in which was born Lord 
Napier of Magdala. 

uring the first decade of the eighteenth 
century this Abbey, which was then called 
Marlay, was the residence of a wealthy 
Dublin merchant named Vanhomrigh, and 
it was his daughter Esther who, under the 
name “ Vanessa,” became associated for 
ever with the name of Dean Swift. She 
was deeply attached to the sardonic Dean 
of St. Patrick’s, who used to visit her 
frequently, but hearing of the existence of 
Stella, whom she immediately regarded as 
a rival, she wrote a hasty letter, which, 
however, came to Swift’s hands. The 
Dean was furious, and, riding without halt 
to Celbridge, he threw the offending 
missive at its author’s feet and left the 
house for ever. Vanessa never recovered 
from this sudden parting and died three 
weeks later, being laid to rest in St. 
Andrew's Church, Dublin.

“SPORT OF KINGS” AT 
THE SAVOY.

With Leslie Henson in a particularly 
joyous mood, and actually at the top of his 
form, “ The Sport of Kings ” is a thoroughly 
enjoyable film which should attract large 
uunbers to the Savoy’ this week. 
The world’ is familiar with all kinds 
of screen comedians, some of whom 
are comedians only by virtue of the 
gushing praise they receive from those who 
employ them, but the genuine article is to 
be met in the person of Leslie Henson. 
Probably he could extract laughter from 
anything, but in Ian Hay’s famous play he 
has just the mght kind of material. In it 
‘the humour is lightly spiced with malice, 
the comedy tinctured with satire, the 
characterisation distorted ever so little to 
produce delightful caricature. Every country 
has its quota of people like Amos Purdie, 
J.P., President of the Anti-Betting League;

DEPUTATION representing the leading 
A trade unions and organisations 1 
Northern Ireland waited upon the 
Prime Minister (Viscount Craigavon) to-day at 
the Ministry of Finance. The proceedings 
were private, and later offi ial statements were 


issued. | 

To-day’s proceedings were the outcome of a 
meeting of trade unionists which was held im 
the A.E.U. Rooms, Belfast, last Friday, 
when, as a result of the deliberations, it was 
decided to invite the Prime Minister to meet 
a deputation. 

Resolutions were on the ' 
protesting against any proposed reduction in 
unemployment benefit. 

The official statement issued from Parlia- 
ment Buildimgs, Stormont, set out :—‘‘ The 
Prime Minister expressed iis regret that it 
should be necessary to reduce the amount pay- 
able tu the unemployed, but pointed out that 
the Government found themselves in a position 
in which it was impossible to act otherwise.

The League of Nations Council meets this 
morning to consider the Chinese request for 
intervention mm its conflict with Japan. 

Reports from Reuter’s correspondents in 
China and Japan show that the situation in 
Manchuria is growing more serious. 

Fighting was resumed on Sunday afternoon 
on the Peking-Mukden Railway to the south 
of Mukden, and is believed to be still raging.

Yesterday. morning hostilities broke out 
along the Changchun-Kirin Railway, and 
Japan despatched three train loads of re- 
inforcements, including infantry, artillery and 
cavalry, to Kirin from Changchun. The Japa- 
nese troops occupied Kirin at 5.30 p.m. after 
Japanese Army ‘planes had seattered hand- 
bills to the population explaining the reasons 
for the Japanese action. 

Fresh fighting broke out at 10.30: n.m. at 
Peitaying, the northern suburb of Mukden, 
and the Chinese are now strongly attacking 
Peitaying, which was the first point cap- 
tured by the Japanese on Saturday morning. 

The dissension in the Cabinet regarding the 
operations in Manchuria is still marked, 
and there was a heated discussion between 
Baron Shidehara, the Foreign Minister, and 
General Minami, the War Minister, regarding 
the question of sending reinforcements, the 
Foreign Minister contending that such a 
measure would appear unduly warlike, and 
the War Minister urging the necessity of 
reinforcements from the Kwantung army, for 
fear it should be overwhelmed by greatly 
superiov numbers of Chinese. 

It is alleged by the Headquarters of the 
Chinese Vice-Commandant in Peking that 
Japanese aeroplanes have bombed and 


machine-gunned Chinese troops in a number 


of towns in Manchuria. 

Aceording to am Exchange message irom 
Riga, WKarakhan, the Soviet Vice Foreign 
Commissary, has informed the Japanese and 
Chimese Ambassadors at Moscow that the 
Soviet Union cannot be indifferent to the 
present conflict. 

The Soviet Government has directed the 
War Commissary, Voroshiloy, to leave the 
Urals and proceed for the Far East mmmedi- 
ately. 

The Red Army in the Far East is receiving 
reinforcements from Chelyabinsk district.

Britain’s Ordeal. 

The suspension of the gold standard has 
been received by the British people with 
their customary calm. Despite’ the 
gravity of the situation—or, perhaps, 
because it is so grave—there has been 
no panic in London. As the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer told the House of 
Commons yesterday, Britain has the 
most soundly balanced Budget in the 
world, and, so far as internal finance is 
concerned, she can face the future with 
complete equanimity. On the foreign 
Exchanges, however, the scramble to con- 
vert sterling securities into cash con- 
tinues, and this tendency has had an in- 
evitable effect on the comparative value of 
the pound. Twenty shillings last week 
bought more than 4.86 dollars in New 
York and 124 francs in Paris; yesterday 
the American rate 
dollars and the French to 107 francs. 
Furthermore, commodity prices in terms 
of sterling show a sharp rise. Rubber, 
wheat, sugar, cotton, tin and copper all 
have increased in price; but their en- 
hanced value merely reflects the fall in 
the exchange of sterling. At the moment 
it is impossible to predict the extent to 
which the value of the pound will fall.

Michael Faraday. 
This week the world of 


commemorates a landmark in the progress 
of the human race. Michael Faraday 
was born one hundred and forty years 
ago to-day, and this year is the centenary 
of his greatest discovery. After ten days 
of work in the autumn of 1831 Faraday 
took an iron ring, wound two separate 
coils of wire around it, attached the ends 
of one wire to a galvanometer and the 
ends of the other to a voltaic battery,

was the discovery of the production of 
electricity from magnetism, and a mild 
experiment it must seem in an age when 
children talk, with an assurance unknown 
to Faraday, of currents and dynamos and 
coils. Yet, if no Faraday had come with 
his simple apparatus to discover the 
principle of electro-magnetic induction. 
the uses of electricity as the servant of man 
would have been confined to the bell and 
the flash-lamp. The discovery was no matter 
of chance; for it was made only after 
years of research. One experiment had 
followed upon another, but until that 
autumn day, a hundred years ago, all 


words, “no result.” If he could have 
foreseen the benefits that the world has 
reaped through his Faraday 
would have gained much delight from 
his prevision ; for his spirit allowed of no 
austere devotion to science for its own 
sake. He was always keeuly alive to the 
application of theory to practice, and 
much of his works was devoted to the 
improvement of technica] processes. Yet 
this great figure stands out in British 
annals as no man can hope to stand out 
whose life is vowed to the service of 
utility ; for from the welter of nineteenth- 
century industrialism—of commerce and 
the changing mart, and all the framework 
of the land—he emerges as an idealist 
and a_ philosopher. Alike his 
obscurity as in his fame, he sought with 
humility and simplicity to gain that 
happiness which is given by knowledge 
of the reasons of things. The first great 
step in his career was his association with 
Sir Humphry Davy, led his 
appointment as an assistant in the 
laboratory of the Royal Institution at 
twenty-five shillings a week. 
of his work was conducted during the rest 
of his life, and there he wrestled with 
scientific problems and with the ultimate 
problems of life and destiny.

Insurance. 


The development of insurance is among 
the most remarkable features of our 
civilisation, and to-day we devote more 
than a page to its various aspects. While 
life insurance is—and, perhaps, must 
remain—the chief duty of the average man, 
Mr. Muleahy’s new Road Traffic Bill 
will raise the question of motor insurance 
to the same desirable importance in the 
Free State which it enjovs already in Great 
Britain. The Bill’s principal provision 
will be that which will compel every 
motorist to cover himself fully against all 
third party risks, and few who have any 
knowledge of motoring will protest against 
this clause. It must not be supposed that 
this new grist to insurance companies’ 
mills neccssarily will add large sums to 
their profits; for the incidence of their 
payments under these enforced policies is 
likely to be very heavy. The whole prin- 
ciple of insurance is a wise co-operation 
to share the burden of accidents at rates 
calculated upon the aggregated experience 
of those who are best qualified to judge. 
Life insurance furnishes an excellent 
example of this system. Our forebears, when 
they paid their premiums, never hoped 
to reap any personal reward from their 
prudence, and were forced to be content 
with an altruistic comfort derived from 
the knowledge that their dependents would 
enjoy the fruit of their unselfishness. Now 
such a policy is almost rare, and the

The Rugby football season this year will 
find iu the visit of the South African 
team an antidote to the absence of 
French competition in the international 
championship. Yesterday twenty - nine 
players from the Dominion arrived at 
Southampton. On December 12th the 
South African team will play Ulster at 
Ravenhill, and a week later it will meet 
Ireland at Lansdowne road. These games 
will be of the greatest value to Irish 
players; for during the last two years 
Rugby football in these islands has 
been of a somewhat stereotyped quality. 
The South Africans, who are held 
by their supporters to be a really 
good team, have the advantage of 
recent experience against the All Blacks; 
and it is not unlikely that English, 
Scottish and Irish teams will discover 
from their encounters with them many 
faults in their own technique. Indeed, 
the chief hope of success for the home 
countries rests upon rain, which will 
produce conditions unknown in Souia 
Africa. We trust that no such accident 
of the weather will protect our weak- 
nesses; for it is only by fair struggles in 
equitable conditions that we shall re 
acquire that quality of success which once 
we enjoyed and lately seem to have for- 
gotten. Among the home teams Ireland 
has nothing to fear if she picks her best 
men, and is not afraid to attack rather 
than to concentrate upon defence—a mis- 
guided policy which has marked her 
tactics in iecent seasons. We extend 
a hearty welcome to the South Africans, 
and, if victory eludes us, we hope at least 
to learn much from their visit.

From A CORRESPONDENT. 


HE pressure of necessity has forced the 
83 Great Southern Railways Company 
to consider the closing down of many, if 
not all, of its branch lines. The company, 
to the great distress of thousands of Be 
throughout the country—and, no doubt 
also to the distress of its directors—is 
diminishing its staffs. There are numerous, 
and apparently inevitable, dismissals ; but 
even this retrenchment is evidently insuffi- 
cient to enable the company to pay its 
way; and it has decided finally to close 
the subsidiary lines of the system which 
are a steady drain on its resources. The 
losses on these lines are helping to drag 
down into bankruptcy the whole railway 
avstem of the country, and to bring daily 
nearer the time when the Company as a 
whole cannot pay its way. 

When the railways were amalgamated 
compulsorily there were sanguine hopes 
that unification, a boon in itself, would 
bring prosperity. The subsidiary lines, 
economically run under one control, were 
to swell the opportunities of the main 
lines. The dangers of monopoly were 
guarded against by a railway tribunal ap- 
pointed by the Government, and by a 
system of restrictions fettering the free- 
dom of the railway managers. The 
enormous growth of a rival and uncon- 
trolled road traffic, not subject to the 
checks imposed on the railways, running 
on roads for whose construction and main- 
tenance the ratepayers (of whom every- 
where the railway company is the largest) 
have to pay, has handicapped the railways 
and seriously curtailed their trafic. The 
subsidiary lines have become not a boon, 
but a burden. Few of them were in a 
healthy financial condition when the 
amalgamation was accomplished. Some of 
them were certainly not paying their own 
way even in the days before road transport 
was developed. They are all, of course, 
far less desirable as remunerative assets 
now than they were then; and the com- 
pany's decision to close them down and 
cut the loss can — nobody. Yet 
evervbody is surprised, as well as regret- 
ful. when the line in his own district 1s 
named for extinction. More, no doubt, 
will be so named very soon.

“I always held the view,” he declared, 
‘that this country returned too quickly 
to the gold standard. So far as the linen 
trade is concerned, it has not been so 
prosperous since the war as when the £ 
sterling was worth only. about four 
dollars. As soon as the gold standard was 
adopted continental linen manufacturers 
were able to under-sell Ulster linen ex- 
porters in the American market, and this 
was one of the main factors in causing the 
slump in the linen trade and the heavy 
depreciation in stocks. With an improve. 
ment in the linen trade there is also 
likely to be an improvement in many 
other Belfast businesses. ‘I'he increase in 
the Bank rate, however, is not a favour- 
able factor, as many firms in the linen 
and other industries carry heavy over- 
drafts, upon which they will now have to 
pay the Irish overdraft rate of seven per 
cent. Industrial leaders in Belfast, how- 
ever, express the hope that the higher 
Bank rate is only a temporary precau- 
tionary measure. 
The change from the gold standard is 
also likely to lead to higher prices for 
agricultural produce and cattle, as it must 
inevitably increase the price of foreign 
imports of this kind.

Here, perhaps, may be detected the silver 
lining to the cloud. Im order to avoid 
such reactions and to prevent a general 
chaos it is possible that early measures 
will be taken to secure international co- 
operation and agreement for the adjust- 
ment of international debts and the ap- 
preciation of commodity prices.

NO OFFICIAL OPPOSITION. 


PARLIAMENT last night passed through all its stages the bill suspend- 


ing the gold standard, and it received the 


Royal Assent. 


On the introduction of the bill in the Commons, Mr. Snowden told 
the story of events which brought about the crisis. 


The Budget, he pointed out, was balanced, and the internal position 
made to redress the adverse trade

HOW THE CRISIS DEVELOPED. 


———XPpFp—— 


When Mr. Snowden rose to ask leave to 
bring in a bill to suspend the operation of 
Sub-section 2, Section 1,of the Gold Standard 
Act, 1925, and “'for other purposes connected 
therewith,” the House was crowded, eager 
and expectant, and the public galleries were 
thronged. A rare visitor was the Prince of 
Wales, who occupied the Royal box, and in 
the Peers’ Gallery alongside him sat Lord 
Melchett, Lord Darling, Lord D’Abernon, 
the Marquess of Salisbur , Lord oe: 
Lord Greenwood, and other peers. ‘he 
French Ambassador occupied a seat near the 
Prince of Wales, and further on sat Sir 
James Barrie. 

Mr. Snowden at the outset was interrupted 
by Mr. Campbell Stephen (Labour, Cam- 
lachie), who asked the Speaker if this pro- 
cedure was in order. 

Mr. Wise (Labour, Leicester East) com- 
plained that copies of the bill were not avaii- 
sble, and both he and Mr. N. MacLean 
(Labour, Govan) held that it was a hardshi 
to submit manuscript amendments to the bill 
for consideration. 

The Speaker—The procedure that 1s being 
adopted on this eccasion is one that has been 
adopted in a case of emergency. 

Is not the general consent of the House 
required? asked Mr. Stephen 

he Speaker—No; the procedure is accora- 
ing to the usual custom on occasions of this 
kind. He added that he would consider 
amendments if they were in order.

SCOPE OF THE BILL. 


Mr. Snowden then resumed. This, he said. 
is a bill for the tempcrary amendment of 
the Gold Standard Act of 1925. 'The amend- 
ment takes the form of suspending Section 1, 
Sub-section 2, which reads as follows :'— 
“Phe Bank of England shall be bound to 

sell. to any person who makes a demand 
in that behalf at the Head Office of the 
Bank during the office hours of the Bank. 
and pays the purchase price in any legal 
tender, gold bullion at the price of three 
pounds seventeen shillings and tenpence 
halfpenny per ounce troy of gold of the 
standard of fitness prescribed for gold coin. 
by the Coinage Act, 1870, but only in 
the form of bars containing approxi- 
mately four hundred ounces troy of fine 
gold.”’ 

That, he proceeded, is the section of the 
Act of 1925 which it is proposed to suspend. 
The bill is a one-elause bill, with three sub 
sections. The first sub-section reads :— 
“Unless and until His Majesty, by pro- 

clamation, otherwise directs, Snb-section 
two of Section’ one of the Gold Standard 
Act, 1925, shall cease at once to have 
effect, notwithstanding that Sub-section 
one of the same section remains in force. 

The second sub-section proposes to in- 
demnify the Bank of England for having 
to-day acted upon the suspension of that 
clause, and the third sub-section reads :— 

“ It shall be lawful for the Treasury to make, 
and from time to time to vary, orders 
authorising the taking of such measures 
in relation to the exchanges and the 
banks as they may consider expedient for 
meeting the difficulties arising in conmnec- 
tion with the suspension of the gold 


hguid. Thetr action was as much due to 
nervousness about their own position as to a 
loss. of faith in sterling. 

The Government received a further 
credit ef eighty millions, and should 
like to take this opportunity’ of 
expressing our thanks to the Governments 
of France and America for the readiness with 
which they helped us. (Mtimisterial cheers ) 
in the circumstances, even these further 
credits did not prove sufficient, and in the 
last few days these withdrawals were acceler- 
ated very sharply. On Wednesday it was five 
millions, on Thursday ten millions, on Friday 
nearly eighteen millions, and on Saturday— 
a half day—oever ten millions. 

Altogether, during the hast two months, 
we have lost in gold in the foreign exchanges 
a sum of more than 200 millions, apart frem 
the fact that, as a result of the London Con- 
ference, 76 millions of eur assets were locked 
up in Germany.

BANK OF ENGLAND'S 
LETTER. 


We informed the United States and the 
French Government confidentially of the posi- 
tion on Friday, and asked their views us to 
the possibility of obtaining further credits. 
In both cases the reply was friendly and 
sympathetic, but afiorded no prospect of the 
credits. 

On Saturday the position had become so 
serious that it was quite evident that it could 
no longer be dealt with, except by the sus- 
pension of the Gold Standard Act, and so 
the Bank of Englard addressed a letter to 
the Prime Minister and myself in the follow- 
ing terms :— 

“1 ama direeted to state that the credits for 
125 million. doliars and 3,100 million 
francs raised by the Bank of England in 
New Nork and Paris are exhausted, and 
that the credit for 900 million dollars 
ar for in New York, and that the 
credits to a total af five milliards of 
francs negotiated in Paris are practically 
exhausted, also heavy demands for ex- 
change in New York and Paris stilf con- 
finne; and, in addition the Bank has 
been subjected to a drain of gold for 
Holland. In these circumstances, the 
Bank considers that, having regard to 
possible commitments and the con- 
tingeneies that may arise, it will be im- 
possible for them: to meet the demand for 
gold with which they will be faced on 
the withdrawal of support from the New 
York and Paris Exchanges. 

“The Bank feel therefore that it is their 
duty to represent that, in their view, it 
is expechent in the national interest that 
they should be refieved of their obliga- 
tions as to the selling of gold under the 

rovisions of Section 1 and 2 of the Gold 
tandard Act, 1825.” . 


THE GOVERNMENT'S REPLY. 


To this the following reply was sent :—

PAYMENTS TO AMERICA. 


As regards the United States, we exported 
to America durmg and immediately the war 
gold to the value of 322 millions in discharge 
of eur obligations. Then we proceeded to 
fund our war debt to. the United States, and, 
under the basis of that settlement, we have 
paid 1,352 millions, or over £280,000,000, re- 
presenting thirty per cent, of the debt on the 
date of funding. Though the British debt to 
date of funding, though the British debt to 
the United States represents only forty-one 
per cent. of the total war debts owing to the 
United States, our payments to the United 
States represent eighty-three per cent. of the 
total. payments that they have received in 
respect of war debts. 


CASE OF FRANCE. 

As regards Franee. war loans made by the 
British Government to France, after deduct- 
ing all offsets, amounted on the date of fund- 
img to £600,000,000, on which the British tav- 
EE” been paying, approaching thirty 

i a year im imterest. Since the terms 
of the settlement the Frerich Government, 
under these terms, have paid us ouly forty 
per cent, of this. i

have new acquired three-fourths of the entire 
gold of the world. They have buried it in 
their vaults, where it is sterilised and useless 
for the purpose of promoting intesnetienal 
trade.

NATURE OF RESTRICTIONS. 


There would be no restriction on the im- 
portation or exportation of gold in certain 
circumstances. Any gold that was sent from 
London for sale, for example, in South 
Africa would, like any other commodity, 
fetch its market price, whatever that might 
be. Also, there would be no impediment 
imposed on the free flow of gold which had 
been put into the safe custody of the Bank 
of England by foreign governments or foreign 
banks. 

‘| only say this,’’ he added, '' because of 
the unreasoning panic which appears to pre- 
vail abroad, where we are under obligation to 
make payments in dollars, as, for example, 
on war bonds that are issued in New York. 
We shall, of course, continve to meet our 
obligations punctually in these corntries.

START OF CRISIS. 


The actual crisis started with the collapse 
of the chief bank m Austria last May. Then 
followed the crisis in Germany, to whom, of 
course, it was known that we had been lend- 
ing. Once foreign centres became affected, 
the difficulties of our situation came to the 
front. There was much criticism abroad of 
our Budget, our expenditure on uneinploy- 
ment—(Opposition cheers)—and our adverse 
balance of trade. All this was seized upon 
and exaggerated (Opposition cheers. ) 

The Bank of England, about the heginning 
of August, raised a very large credit of no 
less than fifty milhon pounds from American 
and French banks to meet the withdrawals, 
but in a couple of weeks these resources were 
practically exhausted. 

At that stage the National Government 
came into being—(Ministerial cheers and 
ironical O ition cheers)—and the pro- 

ramme which we announced for balancing 
the Budget had an immediate effect in restor- 
ing confidence. (Ministerial cheers and 
Opposition laughter.)

THE CRISIS BREAKS. 


Then, with appalling suddenness, Mr. 
Snowden said, the crisis which we have 
striven to avert broke on our heads, and we 
had no alternative but to suspend the Gold 
Convertibility Act. We have consulted the 
Bank as to the origin of the heavy sales af 
sterling, and the Bank has assured us that, 
se far as they could judge, the sales were 
predominantly foreign, and there was no 
evidence of any substantial export of capital 
by British nationals. (Cheers.) So far as 
British nationals are participating in these 
seles, they are deliberately, as í said the 
other day, adding to the nation's difficultica 

The banks and the accepting houses have 
arranged that they w scrutinise all 
demands for exchange presented by British 
nationals, with a view to preventing, so far 
as they can, all conversions other than these 
for commercial requirements. 

I am glad te be able to tell the House that 
the foreign banks im England have taken 
steps to co-operate with their English 
caidas in this matter. The Government 
are asking in the bill for power to take such 
emergency measures as shall prove to ‘be 
necessary or advisable in order to support and 
reinforce the steps which the banks are 
taking. 


BANK'S RESERVES. 


It may be suggested that before taking 
these extreme steps we should have allowed 
more of the gold reserve of the Bank to go. 
This is a question to which both the Govern- 
ment and the Bank of England and the 
officials gave their consideration, and, if -t 
appeared that the drain could have been 
stopped by the exportation of even a large 
proportion of the gold now held hy the Bank 
of England, the Bank would not have 
hesitated to allow it to go. 

The Bank of England and the Government 
have obtained credits approximating to an 
equivalent of the total amount of gold reserve 
held by the bank. But these credits have to 
be repaid within one year af least. and we 
had to take into account this liability, and 
that we must also maintain certain reserves 
for eventual emergencies which mo one can 
foresee. We are informed that the foret<n 
assets still held in London largely exceed the 
amount of the bank’s gold, and it appears 
that to allow any further export of gold 
would henefit those who have showed least 
eanfidence in sterling at the expense of those 
who have not withdrawn their balances.

Apart from temporary panic, 
ans sales under temporary panic, which 
muy, of course, have to be reckoned 
with, Í see mo reason why sterling 
sheuld depreciate to any — substantial 
extent, or for any length of time, provided—- 
and this is wtah—that the finances of our 
country are administered with proper care. 
(Ministerial cheers.) It is one thing to go 
off the gold standard with an unbalanced 
Budget and uncontrolled inflation; 7 is far 
less serious te take this measure, not because 
of internel financial difficulty, but beeause of 
excessive withdrawals of borrowed money. 
We have balanced the Budget, and, there- 
fore, removed the danger of having to print 
paper, thus leading to uncontrolled inflation. 
Wea can, therefore, face the position with 
calmness. The ultimate resources of this 
coustry are great. (Cheers.) The Govern- 
ment will continue to watch the situation, 
and take such measures as may be possible 
to circumseribe fluctuations in the exchanye, 
but at the moment they had no alternative 
open to them to sustain the convertibility of 
the currency, and J appeal to everyone in 
the House not to use words at this moment 
which will make things more difficult. 
(Cheers. )

We had never recovered the lost eguilibrium, 
but it was now in course of being cow 
If this movement were kept under reasonable 
eontrol, and the Gevernment controlled the 
Situation, British trade might benefit rather 
than be mjured by this transaction. But if 
we allowed matters to slide, and had no 

lan of action in mind, we might fall into 
ts comparable with that which had 
overtaken some Continental nations. 

THE ADVERSE BALANCE, 

The most hopeful thing he had heard from 
the Chancellor was that the Government 
would address itself to the question of 
the balance of trade, and that he 
might feel disposed to accept measures 
normally repugnant. to him. (Ministerial 
cheers.) He urged the Government im- 
mediately to adopt some n of action to 
redress the trade halence of this country and 
some check on imports. The adverse 
‘alance had to be redressed, or collapse would 
follow. The events of the past few days had 
automatically redressed many of the 
country’s difficwlties.

Stupendous as are these figures, it is to 
be feared that their comparative study 
will engender a feeling of dissatisfaction 
rather than of jubilation; for it will dis- 
close that the amount of life assurance 
carried per head of the population of the 
United Kingdom is surprisingly small, 
much smaller than that carried per head 
of the population of the United States. 

A life assurance policy is the only 
means whereby the landless man, or the 
man who has neither inherited or been 
able to amass means. can command a 
capital sum. It has its ravson d’étre in the 
uncertainty of life; nihil certins morte, 
nihil incertius hora mortis. It is pro 
bably the best and cheapest method of pro- 
viding for dependents, and affords an 
excellent means of endowing old age. Yet, 
with admirable means for doing so, it is 
rather depressing to reflect that many a

VALUATION AND OTHER 
PROBLEMS.

IRE insurance, like every other form of 
insurance, is based on the law of 
averages. Toss a coin in the air a “osen 
times, and it is unlikely that it will fall 
half a dozen times “ head ”’ upmost and 
half a dozen times “ tail ”’ upmost; | ut 
toss it a thousand times, and the strong 
probability is that it will vield, roughly, 
five ogee ‘‘heads’’ and five hundred 
** tails,’’ 

To obtain the benefit of the law ol 
average in relation to fire risks it is neces. 
sary for large groups of individuals to 
combine together to pool their risk. Thus, 
by the payment of a small sum, they can 
guard against the danger of heavy loss. 
It is one of the modern aspects of the 
old principle of combining to face a 
common foe. 

Although one speaks of the “ law ” cf 
averages, sverages, in fact, have no law. 
One man, no matter how cautious, may be 
plagued with constant outbreaks of fire, 
while his neighbour may appear to be 
absolutely immune. To return to the 
analogy of the tossed coin, because a 
penny has fallen “ tail” upwards six 
times in succession, the betting is still 
even that it will fall the same way at the 
seventh throw. Fate has no memory. 
And because of this no man, however 
fortunate he may have been in the past, 
may flatter himself that fate will continue 
to favour him. 


QUESTION OF VALUES. 


Compared to some other branches of 
insurance, fire insurance bristles with 
complications, due to the vastness of the 
problems with which it has to deal. In 
life insurance, for instance, there can be 
only one loss, that caused by death; but 
in fire insurance there is the question, 
after all the difficulties of valuation have 
been solved in the first place, of partiai, 
as well as total, loss. A number of other 
considerations face the companies, not the 
least of them being the question of fraud, 
which experience has shown to be regret- 
ably rife. 

However, the underlying principle of 
fire insurance—which is one of mutual 
co-operation, and not a system which en- 
courages one policy-holder to make a 
profit at the expense of his fellows— 
places difficulties in the way of incen- 
diarism for financial gain. The system 
in this way subserves, and does not sub- 
vert, the public good. 

Misled by the principle of life insur- 
ance, under which a policy-holder sets his 
own value upon his life, people are some- 
times heard to suggest that the system on 
which fire insurance operates should be 
altered. They forget that a financial 
value cannot be assigned to human life 
as it can to goods, and also that the de- 
liberate destruction of human life in 
order to benefit from insurance would 
occur but rarely in comparison to the 
frequency with which it would happen in 
the case of property. It seems essential, 
therefore, that fire insurance policies 
should be strictly contracts of indemnity, 
unless the great mass of honest policy- 
holders, who are the people upon whom 
the burden of any fraud must in the last 
resort fall, are to suffer. 


STRICT FAIRNESS. 


mis serra so much as they do on a 
reputation for unblemished integrity, im- 
portant insurance societies may be relied 
upon to observe strict fairness in the 
matter, not alone of settlements, but also 
of premiums. The latter question, of 
course, is one of the most difficult with 
which they are confronted, the ex- 
perience of the past being so varied as to 
make analysis a matter of great diffi- 
culty, and considerations which affect the 
matter are legion. Especially important 
are the questions of the purposes for 
which buildings are in use, and the equip- 
ment, if any, with which they are sup- 
plied for fighting fire, together with what 
is sometimes spoken of as the ‘‘ moral 
hazard.”’ 

The assessment of fire insurance pre- 
miums is still far from being an exact 
science, but little by little the accumu: 
lated experience of the past is being 
tabulated, compared and analysed, and 
the longer this process goes on, the nearer 
the underwriters approach to attaining 
perfect equity in the determination of the 
cost of each particular class of risk. 

The value to society in general of a 
growth of the practice of insurance, 
through the consequent increase of 
security and independence of each _ in- 
dividual, is now widely recognised, and 
people are given every encouragement to 
take advantage of its benefits. 


NO LONGER TAXED. 


To predict a tax upon this form of ex- 
penditure by Mr. Blythe or Mr. Snowden 
would now be outside the range of the 
wildest Budget speculations; but there 
was a time in the history of British fire 
insurance, beginning soon after its intro- 
duction something over two centuries ago, 
when it was considered a legitimate field 
for taxation, and the tax was not abolished 
until 1869. 

In those early years, even more than 
to-day, fire insurance companies worked on 
lines of co-operation ; for their funds were 
used partly for the purchase of fire engines. 
In the event of an outbreak an engine was 
despatched to the building affected, but 
only if the building bore the sign denoting 
that it was insured with that particular 
society would service be rendered. These 
were the first fire brigades in Britain, and, 
even though it may admitted that the 
restrictions placed by them upon their 
assistance emphasised the necessity of in- 
troducing some other service which would 
cater for the commnity irrespective of 
business considerations, the credit cannot 
be taken away from the insurance societies 
of having led the way towards a very im- 
portant institution.

BURGLARY INSURANCE. 


As in the case of fire, insurance against 
burglary is a contract of indemnity, with- 
out any openings for profit-making by the 
policy-holder; but it is, perhaps, even to 
a greater extent than fire insurance, de- 
pendent upon the moral hazard. In the 
case of certain trades—jewellers, furriers 
and pawnbrokers, all of whom stock their 
premises with goods the value of which 
can be very easily altered—most companies 
object to taking the risks, and clients are 
driven to brokers, who put the business 
through such a concern as Lloyds. 

It may be said that three distinct kinds 
of loss are covered in a burglary insurance 
policy—money, goods, and such damage as 
may be caused by the burglars. This 
damage, of course, may fall into either of 
two categories—that which is caused in 
gaining ingress or egress, and that which 
is caused through wantonness, as in the 
case of a public-house burglary, where the 
intruders would be unable to carry away 
a great quantity of stock, but might break 
bottles of liquor or leave the taps of barrels 
turned on. 

Damage is always covered under the 
policy, and the two other kinds of loss—in 
money and in kind—are always regarded 
as separate risks, and arrangements made

FIRE MARKS. 


- 


‘‘ Fire marks,” like the two plaques in the 
pn showing those of the Sun Office 
nsurance Company and the Hibernian Fire 
Insurance Company, were of vital importance 
to the insured in the days before highly 
organised municipal fire suppression services 
were organised, Over 200 years ago “fire 
marks '” were devised by the early insurance 
companies, to be affixed to buildings insured 
by them. lach of the companies established 
in London and in important cities like Dublin 
organised parish or district fire brigades. 
The particular duty of each of these local 


brigades was to suppress fires that iawiglit 
break out in buildings insured by the com- 
cd to which the particular brigade 
velonged. The companies placed their marks 
on their insured houses, and their brigades 
attended only to those houses. When an 
cutbreak of fire occurred the summoned fire 
brigade first looked for the fire mark affixed 
to the house. If it was one of their own 
they put out the fire; if the mark belonged 
to another company they let the house burn. 
If you had insured with ‘‘A’’ company, it 
was no good to summon ‘‘B”’ company’s 
brigade. If you had not insured at all, vou 
had to rely on the fear or sympathy of your 
ne! hbours, or such service as the town 
authorities could afford. The insurance com- 
panies naturally accepted these and all other 
assistance, but their own firemen worked 
mightily to quell the outbreaks of fire in 
their own marked buildings. 


BUS, STATION ON 
THE LIFFEY. 


SCHEME EXPLAINED 
TO ROTARIANS. 


- 


HE scheme for roofing over part of the 

I River Liffey to provide a central 'bus 

station and car park for Dublin was 
the subject of an address, followed by a 
discussion, at the Dublin Rotary Club meet- 
mg MR sn Mr. Kevin J. Kenny presided. 
r. David Coyle, P.C., a member of the 
Dublin City Council, said that the need for 
an adequate ‘bus station was admitted, and 
that need must grow greater year by vear 
if nothing were done to meet it. Apart from 
the pressing need in relation to traffic con- 
ditions, it would, he said, render a great 
social service through the benefit and con- 
venience that would be given to all citizens 
and visitors in having a terminal “bus station 
and an extensive car park right in the 
centre of the city. 

What most appealed to him about the pro 
posed scheme was that there would be no 
upkeep charges to be borne bv the city, as 
the station would be self supporting. The 
revenue from ‘buses and cars using the station 
and the revenue from the lettings cf office 


produce an annual surplus that could be 
applied to the reduction of the city rates. 
secure the revenue of the station it 
be necessary to get the power to compel 
all ’buses entering the city to use the 
station. 

ONE-WAY TRAMS. 

On the model and.drawing, which were on 
show in the room, a narrow traffic bridge is 
shown beside O’Connell Bridge on the west 
side, and it is suggested that all trams snoud 
come from the Phceenix Park direction via 
Kingsbridge and the southern quays to 
O'Connell! Bridge, cross over by the narrow 
bridge shown, and return by 
quays. This would release one line of tram 
traffic from the northern quays roadway, 
which is so necessary and desirable. 

In addition to the "bus stations it is pro- 
posed to build a new traffic bridge with a 
forty-tcot rvuadway to replace the present 
Metal Bridge, which is considered unsafe 
This new bridge can be constructed at a 
very moderate cost if built in conjunction 
with the work on the ‘bus station. 

At present there is no outlet for this 
bridge on the south side, but there no 
doubt it would lead to the gradual develop- 
ment of a necessary city improvement-—to 
open up a fine wide street between this 
bridge direct to South Great George s street, 
to widen South Great George’s street and the 
narrow neck on the approach to Camden 
street at Redmond’s Hill. By thus providing 
a wide traffic route between this area and 
the norta city area it would relieve a lot of 
the congestion at College Green and O’Connell 
Bridge. : : 

A Special Committee of the City Council 
has been appointed to consider and examine 
into this scheme. The present City Council 
was developing a dignity and responsibility 
of office, preferring to leave work well done 
to speak for the members rather than idle 
words. 

Mr. Coyle asked, in conclusion, for the 
active support of the Rotary Club for the 
scheme.

INSURING A CAR. 


PROPOSED NEW 
BILL. 


OPERATION OF THE 
CLAUSES.

HE Road Traffic Bill. 1931. 

of which was recently circulated by 

Mr. Kichard Mulcahy. the Free State 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health. will come before the Dail for dis 
cussion and amendment when the members 
of the House reassemble on October 14th 
next. DPossibly the bill will not be the 
very first subject to demand the attention 
and time of the Dail, but the views of the 
respective members expressed at the 
appropriate time on the important matter 
of road traffic in the Irish Free State will 


be heard and read with interest by motor | 


owners and drivers and others throughout 
the country. 

The bill, as is probably well known. 
seeks to codify the existing legislation 
governing road traffic of all kinds. This 
it does in a comprehensive manner. 
making clear certain points which had 
been obscured in the old laws, as well as 
including some drastic changes of notable 
interest to those concerned in the motor 
and: insurance businesses, also to the 
owner-driver, the employed driver and the 
man in the street. 


COMPULSORY INSURANCE, 


Compulsory insurance is one of the very 
useful new clauses included in the bill, 
which in many respects resembles the Act 
now in operation in. England. Every

able themselves to pay compensation. 


POLICE POWERS. 


The Guards are given certain powers in | 


the inspection of insurance certificates, 


which must be produced on demand, or | 


within three days later, under penalty of 
£5 fine. The Minister may make regula- 
tions that all insurance companies dealing 
with motor car insurance shall keep re- 
cords of all approved policies of insurance, 
approved combined policies and guarantees 
and approved guarantees issued by them, 
and requiring vehicle guarantors to keep 
records of all approved guarantees issued 
by them. Such records must be made 
available on demand for inspection by 
Civic Guards or officers of the Ministry. 

It is further made clear that no licence 
shall be issued by a licensing authority to 
any person in respect of a mechanically- 
propelled vehicle, unless or until such 
person produces a certificate of insurance 
or guarantee for the period of cover. 

The above are some of the main pro- 
visions in the section dealing with the 
compulsory insurance of vehicles, and, 
without trving to anticipate the decision 
of the Dail on a matter of this kind, 
it is reasonably safe to assume that the 
outline by the Minister will be left un- 


| touched. 


HALF ONLY INSURED. 


How does all this afiect insurance 
companies? It will, of course, mean more 
to them. and, naturally, more 


motor insurance company in Dublin 
estimates roughly that only fifty per cent. 
of the motor cars in the Free State are 
insured, and that less than that per- 
centage carry third-party insurance. 

Insurance companies in England, where 
a new Road Traffic Act has been in 
operation for some months past, say that 
it is too early yet to calculate the results ; 
and, similarly with the Free State, the 
bill must be put on the Statute Book and 
be working for at least a year before 
insurance companies can estimate accu- 
rately what it means to them. 

It is a popular assumption among motor 


'car owners, and others immediately con- 


cerned. that insurance companies, since 
compulsory insurance is almost here, 
would increase the premiums to be paid. 
That will not be so in the beginning, at 
any rate, so a leading company says; 
but events in the future will dictate the 
action to be taken. 6 

It will depend mainly on the claims 
received, and in this regard it is hoped 
that the courts, while recognising that 
compulsory insurance is the law, as they 
cannot fail to do, will protect insurance 
companies in so far as it is reasonable. 
In the past it was considered right to 
conceal the fact that the vehicle concerned 
in an “event,” as the new bill quaintly 
describes an accident, was insured; now 
it will be the accepted thing. 

Then we come to the “ orphan in the 
storm.” Jt may not be commonly known 
that in the Irish Free State there are 
people who, because of their past history 
in motor accidents, will not be accepted 
at any cost by insurance companies for 
insurance purposes. It is on record in a 
leading Dublin insurance office that one 
insured person brought in no less than 
twenty claims within a year! On all such 
insurance policies it is the custom now to 
ask that the previous history in accidents 
he set down in cold writing, and what 
pretty pictures some statements make; 
tales of woe and distress, and sometimes 
sheer ill-luck, with the assembled gods of 
chance playing “tig” with the poor 
victim. Insurance offices, however, have 
no use for sentiment, and pity help them 
if they had, in some cases. 

Compulsory insurance, it is generally 
agreed, will confer great benefits on the 
It will provide some means 
of redress, and will cause some of the 
ramshackle, lumbering and _ potentially 
dangerous vehicles to disappear from the 
streets and roads because no companies 
will take risks with them. The road 
‘hogs ' will become less reckless, will 
cease to some extent from being a danger 
to themselves, pedestrians, and those re- 
sponsible owners of cars who are insured 
to-day because they are aware of their 
obligations to the general public.
